Mitchell,
of the Front and Westmoreland streets
station, was excorting W, F, Jones and
Theadore Wolf, bank messengers, Wil-
lam Bollindoff, a bank detective, fol-
lowed them.

At first burst of gunfire from the
Turking bandits Jones fell, releasing his
hold on the bag. Mitehell greabbed the
contalner and veturned the bandits' fire,
Bollindoff also began shooting.

The patrolman and the runners then
retreated Into the plant of the Quaker
Lnea Company, which extends on
Fourth street from Lehigh avenue to
Somerset street,

Four Bandits Desert Others

In their mad dash to escape, four
of the six bandits leaped into a red
sedan with n Washington, D, ., li-
cenee, wideh had been parked around
the corner on Somerset street, leaving
two compunions in the streel.

Patrolman  Mitehell had been  dle-
tafled to meet the runnees at Fourth
steeet and Lehigh avenue, and he was
on the corner when they left the ear,
Walf, Jones und Mitehell erossedd to the
west side of Fourth street and walked
north,  Dollindoff kept 1o the enst side.
